G S.R. 1901.--In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules. 1951, namelyi— 

I, (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Ninth Amendment) 
Rules, 1967. 


(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of January, 1068. 
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2, In rule 434 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, in Section IV Charges for 
connection under ‘Own Your Telephone' Scheme, for the existing table, the follow¬
